ty areawaiting with deep interest the epilogue 
of his story—what disposition will be made 
of the fortune of a childless nonagenarian, 
amounting to between $3,000,000 and $4,000,- 
000 in farms and mortgages. 

This simple life belonged to Abram Brokaw, 
plowmaker of Bloomington, and ran its span 
on Tuesday. His funeral will be held Fri- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. His wife died four 
years ago, and he is survived by none but 
the most distant relatives. 7 

How is the will of this frugal and eccentric 
millionaire to dispose of the property? The 
instrument will be filed for probate within a 
few days, it is stated, and until then Bloom- 
ington will be in a state of breathless ex- 
pectancy. It is the-general belief that in- 
stitutions in the city will be found to be the 
beneficiaries of a remarkable series of char- 
‘itable bequests. The man who lived a life 
of unsparing economy, practically that of a 
miser, is known to have been open handed 
in relieving distress in a quiet, almost secret, 
way. 

When his wife died the old man made a gift 
to the Deaconess hospital which freed it of 
debt. In gratitude the name of the insti- 
tution was changed to Brokaw hospital, and 
it has been the recipient of favors from its 
patron ever since. There are rumors now 
that the will contains a $100,000 bequest for it. 


Finds Simple Life Profitable. 

Le Brother Wagner, Mr. Brokaw found 
the simple life extremely profitable. In fact, 
the exponents of simplicity in living, of 
beauty in usefulness, of the glory of work- 
ing with the hands, and of the higher order 
of the handmade in arts and crafts should 
find in Mr. Brokaw’s character and habi 
material for their preachings. 

The eccentric man had succeeded in reduc- 
ing existence to extremely low, if not its 
lowest terms. He never had involved his Hife 
with the complications which riches make 
possible. He and his wife lived in a plain 
way that did not cost them more than $400 
a year. 

It was the millionaire’s philosophy that to 
Work at some one thing each day and to 
make it the best that one knew how should 
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constitute the business and pleasure of life. 
For his part he chose to make plows and

wagons by hand on the sturdy patterns which 


two generations of experience had taught 
him were the most satisfactory. 


His Handmade Plows Good. 

In a little dingy shop as ancient as himself 
he worked day after day till within a few 
weeks of his death turning out implements 
that were declared by the farmers of the 
country to be the best made in the world. 

Brokaw had only one price for his plows 
and wagons. It was the same price for which 
he sold the first ones away back in 1836, and 
every farmer knew that there was no reduc- 
tion from it, though the factory made articles 
on every side sold for half as much. If you 
wanted a hand made plow you could take it or 
leave it for aught Brokaw cared, and if you 
objected to the price the old man was ac- 
customed to charge it was sufficient proof 
that you didn’t care whether it was hand 
made or not. 

Invests#in Real Estate. 

As the years ran by the frugal craftseman-— 
made a fortune out of plows and wagons, 
which he invested In real estate and mort- 
gages. This in time yielded a greater for- 
tune than the other and made him a mil- 
liomaire. He was born in Somerset county, 
N. J., in 1813, and migrated to LUlinois, set- 
tling at Bloomington when a boy of 18. He 
got employment in a blacksmith shop, with 
the result that he owned the shop inside of 
five years. As he walked to and from his 
shop every day the young man ruminated 
real estate deals. He had an inspiration that 
Bloomington might amount to something as 
a city some day, and he finally selected a 
block of lots which he thought would be 
about the center of things in time. In 1843 
he bought this block for $75, and twenty 
years later sold one-half of it for $25,000. 
The People’s bank was built on the half he 
sold. 

The shrewd young man also had his eye on 
farm land in the vicinity of Bloomington 
when it was selling for a few dollars an acre. 
He used to invest a month's savings now and 
then in land, and in the course of twenty-five 
years he saw it increase in value to $100 an 
acre. After a while he found it too both- 
ersome to buy the land outright, and he 
took to collecting mortgages on farm land. 
The interest which rolled in was promptly 
reinvested in more mortgages, and finally, 
along in the 808, Mr. Brokaw found himself 
getting immensely wealthy for a plain black- 
smith. 

Wears Home Made Clothes. 

All this time the plowmaker continued to 
lead the plainest of lives. He had married 
while in his twenties a girl who was as plainly 
reared and as frugally inclined as himself, | 
She came of a family of pioneers, in which 
the women were accustomed to spin and 
weave and fashion the “ homespun” gar- 
ments they and their fathers and brothers 
wore, And so it came about that Brokaw 
became the picturesque figure which the 
younger generations in Bloomington will 
never forget. 

Wherever he went about the town he wore 
invariably the uncouth old fashioned gar- 
ments cut and sewed by his wife. The most 
conspicuous part of his costume was a great 
shawl of coarse cloth which he wore in place 
of an overcoat. It was furnished with straps 
and buttons to draw it close about his neck, 
and was reputed to have been in use for two 


generations.

Strange Case of Changed Records 


in Federal District Court. 


DID PHYSICIAN GIVE BONDS? 


Charge Involves the Improper Use of 


the United States Mails. 


In connection with a violation of the postal 


Claw tried before Judge Kohlsaat of the 
United States District court, Dr. Carl D. 
Stone, 2200 Prairie avenue, seems to be in- 
volved in one of the strangest mysteries ever 
unearthed in the federal court. 


An alteration of an indictment making it 


read against David D. Stone, ” repeatedly 
referred to in the preliminary proceedings 
as Carl D. Stone, was discovered yesterday 
in the district clerk's office. 

A certain Dr. Le Fevere was arrested 
on complaint of Postoffice Inspector R. W. 
McAfee of Crawfordsville, Ind. Letters 
were produced which showed that he had 
violated the statutes against sending im- 
proper literature through the mails. 


This Dr. Le Fevere was connected with 


the Archer Chemical company, 1912 Archer 
avenue, and was unknown to the authorities 
‘until he appeared before Commissioner Foote 
on Oct. 22, 1908, when he signed a recogni- 
zance, waiving examination, as Cart D. Stone, 
2200 Prairie avenue. Below was signed the 
name of Madeline Stone, his wife 


Son of Mrs. H. O. Stone.

“If this is true my son has kept it from 
I cannot believe it. There 


I have heard something of this story be- 


fore,“ said Robert Stone, and I know it is 
a case of mistaken identity. My brother 
told me once that a man of the name of 
Carl Stone was trying to embroil him in his 
affairs. At the time of the trial of this case 
my brother was out of the city. He never 
was connected with the Archer Chemical 


company. 

Mrs. E. L. Masters, 4219 Ellis avenue, a 
sister of Dr. Stone, declared that she knew 
nothing of the case. Her husband is an at- 
torney, and has done some work for Dr. 
Stone, but said be could throw no light on 
the case. 


Records Tampered With. 


The records of this mysterious case are 


kept in two budgets, each numbered 3,450. 
One is the indictment reading against David 
D. Stone. The word David on the cover evi- 
dently is written over some other name, and 
on the typewritten pages of the indictment, 
which is signed preperly by United States 
District Attorney Bethea, the word David 
and the letter D have been rewritten over 
an erasure in each case before the word 
Stone.

first alteration the erasure has torn nearly | 
through the paper, and the word had to be 
written above the line. In three cases the 
word Stone is rewritten in ink. Both 
of these budgets were filed in the clerk’s of- 
fice on Nov. 6, 10908. 

Embodied in the indictment are two letters, 
which form the basis for the charge. They 
are purported to be written by one Dr. Le 
Fevere of the Archer Chemical company, 
1912 Archer avenue. One is written to J. C. 
French, 507 South Grant avenue, and the 
other is addressed to Mrs. Cora Dillingham, 
box 102, Goshen, Ind. The letters were in 
violation of the postal laws, the statute con- 
cerning the sending of immoral literature 
through the mails. ; 

In the records of the various proceedings 
there is a formal complaint entered by Post- 
office Inspector R. W. AcAfee against one 
“Dr. Le Fevere, real name unknown. In 
the subpeenas for the inspector the same 
name is given. 

Name of Carl D. Stone Appears. 


In the bond signed in the presence of Com- 
missioner Foote, however, the name Carl 
D. Stone appears for the first time. The 
amount named was $5,000, and the paper was 
signed under the seal of the commissioner 
by Carl D. Stone, giving the address of 2200 
Prairie avenue, and Madeline Stone, who 
schedules property at 3510 Michigan avenue. 
The date is Oct. 22, 1903. In the transcript. 
which shows that Oliver E. Pagin was the 
prosecuting attorney, the name “Dr. Le 
Fevere appears again, and under it. prop- 
erly known as Carl D. Stone.” Ontherecord 
books the entries are made as running against 
David D. Stone. 

The indictment was returned late in Sep- 
tember, and the trial was brought before 
Judge Kohlsaat. The plea was guilty, and 
the defendant was fined $500. 

The alteration was made light of in the 
district attorney’s office. Mr. Bethea re- 
fused to discuss the incident, but it was ex- 
plained by other officers of the court that be- 
fore the empaneling of a grand jury, which 
returned an indictment against Stone, the in- 
dictment had been drawn and the name Cari 
Stone written in. 

Later “it was discovered by the inspector 
that the man was trying to shield his real 
name or get some one of the name of Car! D. 
Stone into trouble, and the name was erased 
in the indictment and made to read David D. 
Stone.” | 

This, it was claimed, was perfectly regular, 
and happens scores of times. That Judge 
Kohlsaat had any knowledge of the matter 
was denied.

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GOVERNOR FOR HOUR ONLY? 


Plan to Seat Peabody, Who, It Is 
Said, Will Resign. 


MDONALD GETS THE JOB. 


Adams Is Expeeted to Step Down and 
Out After Making Protest. 


Denver, Colo., March 15.—[Special.]—Ac- 
cording to the best information obtainable 
tonight the Peabodyites have succeeded in 
making a deal with the McDonald republic- 
ans whereby former Gov. James H. Peabody 
will be seated for sixty minutes tomorrow 
and then resign, thus making Lieut. Gov. 
McDonald governor for the rest of the term. 

All along nineteen of sixty-six repub- 
licans in the joint assembly have been in 
favor of making McDonald governor, but 
until today the Peabodyites were unable to 
convince them that Peabody actually would 
resign if allowed to occupy the place. 

Tonight, when the signed resignation of 
Peabody was placed in the custody of a Mc- 
Donald man, the McDonaldites were re- 
assured and some of them have consented to 
vote for Peabody tomorrow. Democrats are 
freely charging that money was used to 
bring about the state of affairs which it is 
supposed will make McDonald governor. 


Refutes Kidnaping Story. 

In this connection it was said today that 
Senator Millard, an anti-Peabody republican, 
had been kidnaped, but Millard reappeared 
later and said he had not been restrained. 
He admitted, however, he had decided to 
change his vote in favor of the Peabody-Mc- 
Donald combination. After thet he again 
disappeared, and new rumors of his being 
kidnaped were circulated. ; 

Peabody’s first action will be to confirm 
the Supreme court judges he appointed be- 
fore his last term expired. Corporations are 
exceedingly anxious about them and sev- 
eral other things, which will keep Peabody 
signing papers the entire bour he occupies 
the chair. 

Peabody Claims Votes to Spare. 

It is impossible tonight to tell just how 
many of the twenty-two anti-Peabddy re- 
publicans will vote for the Peabody-Me- 
Donald combination, but unless changes oc- 
cur the Peabodyites will have votes to spare.

Believed in St. Petersburg That 
Mobilization of Ten Additional 
Corps Is Feasible—Peasants Accus- 
tomed from Time Immemorial to 
Make Sacrifices for the Empire — 
Main Difficulty Is With Railroad 
Prince Khilkof Talks of Prospects.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 16, 2 a. m.— 
The Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaievitch, 
second cousin of the czar, will succeed Gen. 
Kouropatkin as commander in chief in Man- 
churia. Gen. Sukomlinoff will be his chief 
of staff. An army of 400,000 men will be 
sent to the far east to reinforce the troops 
now there. 

The feasibility of mobilizing ten more 
army corps depends largely upon whether 
the reservists respond in numbers with the 
readiness they did on previous occasions. 
The most trustworthy reports do not war- 
rant the assumption that the peagants gen- 
erally are likely to disobey the call to arms. 

In many cases mobilization has been ac- 
companied by disorder, partly owing to the 
disposition of the men to make a holiday 
while virtually free, they well knowing they 
will not be punished, but it must be remem- 
bered that the peasant is the most willing 
taxpayer in the world and has been accus- 
tomed from time immemorial to make sac- 
rifices for the government. 


Depends on the Railroad. 

The question of how rapidly the new army 
can be placed in the fleld is more difficuit 
to answer, owing to the weakness of the 
Siberian railway. 

Prince Khilkoff, minister of railways, an- 
nounces that he has received telegrams from 
Gen. Kouropatkin dated March 14 with ref- 
erence to army transport requirements. 
Prince Khilkoff adds that his department is: 
still energetically engaged as for a year 
past in supplying the army. All its plans are 
now concerned with the dispatch of fresh 
troops and munitions over the Transsiberian 
railway. 

Recently eighteen instead of twenty-fom 
trains daily have been dispatched. This is 
attributed more to the fact that snow is de- 
laying transportation than to trouble with 
employés of the railway. These troubles are 
less serious than those in European Russia 
because immediate concessions were made to 
the men's demands, 


Thinks Army Is Safe. 

Prince Khilkoff believes Gen. Kouropatkin 
can withdraw his army as an organized 
force. He instances the fact that the com- 
mander in chief removed 46,000 wounded from 
Mukden while the Japanese enveloping 
operations were being carried out, which 
shows that his force retains an orderly de- 
fensive formation. 

Despite the minister's statements, how- 
ever, some of the best informed as to the 
situation in Manchuria declare that if the 
Russians are unable to make a successful 
retreat to Harbin it will be a most dimoul 
task to mobilize a new army. N

Declaration Called Forth in Reply to 
Socialist Vallmer, in Which Chan- 
ecellor Accuses Social Democrats of 
Desiring War with Russia—Nation 
Not Dependent Upon Either Bellig- 
erent Power—Similar Attacks Made 
on Bismarck Forty Years Ago. 


BERLIN, March 15.—Replying to Herr 
von Vollmer (socialist) today, Chancellor von 
Bülow said: 

“The French republicans and the French 
democrats still give the greatest care to the 
alliance between France and Russia. The 
English liberals have a lively wish that good 
relations should exist between Great Britain 
and Russia, and others in other lands be- 
lieve that the position of Russia as a great 
power will continue beyond the incidents 
of the war and internai disquiet. 

“The social democrats desire war with 
Russia. I regret to say that they have the 
intention to set such a conflict ablaze and 
cook their party soup over the flames. 

“For the second time Herr von Vollmer 
has spoken of Germany's dependence on 
Russia. He repeats this reproach, although 
I have so often declared that we are not 
dependent on Russia and that we do not 
run after it, but that we also have no oc- 
casion to be unpleasant toward it. as many 
persons wish. Twenty and forty years ago 
these same attacks were made on Prince 
Bismarck. 

“The German government's attitude has 
been perfectly correct. We have been re- 
proached by both sides. They say on one 
side that we have inclined toward Russia 
and from the other side it is said that we 
desire that Russia may be weakened by a 
long continuance of the war. Qne charge 
is as unfounded as the other. Both govern- 
ments know where we stand. Japan knows 
she can count on our strict neutrality.”

The labor agitators insinuate that they 
have been grossiy deceivea. They declare 
they chose Chicago for a convention, trust- 
ing that everything in the city, from brass 
bands to aldermen, bore the union stamp. 
They have discovered the union hotel is 
missi A curt telegram yesterday in- 
forméd the local entertainment committee 
it must make good.“ 

Fred G. Hopp, treasurer of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, and Miss Emma Steg - 
hagen immediately were delegated to search 
Chicago for a hostelry to suit the discrim- 
inating taste of the “ label ’’ advocates. After 
a vain hunt for such an institution the com- 
mittee called the officials of the waiters’ 
union into conference. 


Ask Help of Waiters. 


“It is up to you,” the waiters were told. 
“Find a hotel where every employé in the 
house will wear a union button.” 

The waiters made a canvass. They report- 
ed they had discovered a place where the 
bartenders were organised to aman. An- 
other hotei, they said, had union waitresses, 
but nothing eise. They best they could do, 
they admitted, was to furnish a hotel which 
boasted union janitors and a beilboys’ club. 

We might try to unionize one place, 
they explained, “if it wasn't for the laun- 
dresses and the chambermaide. The laun- 
dresses are too obstinate, while the chamber- 
maids are too independent.” 


Other Labor News. 

The 6,000 garment workers on strike since 
Nov. 17 will be tendered a big rally by the 
Chicago Federation of Labor next Sunday 
at Bricklayers’ hall. Fearing another dem- 
onstration of strikers in the wholesale c.oth- 
ing district last night, Capt. Gibbons of Cen- 
tral station detailed forty policemen to guard 
the struck houses of the National Whole- 
sale Tailors’ association. 

Paperhangers employed by fifty houses will 
go on strike April 1. unless agreements con- 
taining new demands are signed. 

The Teamsters’ Joint council has sanc- 
tioned the threatened strike of the Milk 
Wagon Drivers’ union scheduled for April 1. 

The annual report of Secretary Fred W. 
Job of the Chicago Employers’ association 

ws that within the last year the number 
of business concerns which have elected to 
negotiate with labor unions through the 
medium of an association has doubled. Mr. 
Job now claims 3.000 concerns in affiliation 
with his body. Many court prosecutions for 
labor violence are reported.

Robert Birck, Thomas 
Moore, and Charlies Bernstein, nonunion 
clothing makers, were assaulted by pickets 
believed to be members of the united gar- 
ment workers. The attack was made at 
Desplaines and Adams streets. The men 
had taken the places of strikers.

SEES LOSS TO MORGAN. 


Says -Purchase of City Railway 
Stock Was a Desperate 
Gamble.“ 


The second evening of Judge Edward F. 
Dunne’s individual campaign for mayor was 
spent at Horan’s hall, Harrison and Hal- 
sted streets, where the candidate, J. Hamil- 
ton Lewis, and others told 700 assembled 
Nineteénth warders how it’s going to be 
done on April 4." An overflow meeting was 
held in a smaller hall of the same building. 

The democratic nominee devoted himself 
exclusively to a discussion of the doctrine of 
municipal ownership, painting first of all 
what he termed the unique and extraor- 
dinary spectacle of four great political par- 


ties with four distinct platforms, all of which 


include municipal ownership of the car lines 
as the preéminent question.” Continuing, he 
said: 

“Why have these four great parties been 
so careful to include that question? Because 


the f ers of their platforms knew that in 


face the fact that municipal owner- 
ship is in successful operation in cities all 
over the world, and, knowing, too, that the 
people are cognizant of this, they did not 
dare to leave it out. : 


Morgan’s “Desperate Gamble.” 

“ But of these four parties only two need 
to be considered. The socialists and the pro- 
hibitionists, though they have declaredthem- 
selves in favor of municipal ownership, are 
so insignificant that the matter resolves it- 
self down to the two remaining. When J. 
Pierpont Morgan and his syndicate decided 


to risk $27,000,000 and buy up our Clity Rall- 


way system, they must have counted on the 

support of one of those two remaining par- 
ties, or they would not have committed them- 

selves to such a desperate gamble. They 

were willing to pay that amount for $8,000,000 

worth of tangible property—why? Because 

they expected to get back the surplus through 

the help of one of the parties. 

“In settlement of this peculiar situation 
I might remark that the time limit in which 
the stock of the old companies might be put 
in at $200 a share—according to the adver- 
tisements of Marshal! Field, P. A. Valentine, 
and John J. Mitchell—was Feb. 15. It is a 
striking coincidence that this was the same 
day as that upon which the republican plat- 
form was framed and decided upon. Signifi- 
cant, isn’t it? 

Mr. Morgan could not have known what 
the democrats would do, because they did 
not adopt their platform until ten days 
later than their republican brothers. I know 
of my own knowledge, because I was instru- 
mental in the framing of that platform, that 
its real contents were not known to the 
traction magnates. So you see there was 
nothing to justify Mr. Morgan except a well 
founded hope that the republicans would 
pander to his wishes—which is exactly what 


they propose to do.“ 
Reads from Republican Platform. 
After “ reading a few holes into the repub- 


lican platform the judge procecded to at- 
tack what he called the “three adroit ad- 


‘verbs by which Mr. Harlan would dodge 


the referendum issue.” 

While the republican party declares for 
municipal ownership.“ he said. this dec- 
laration is qualified by the interjection of 
‘when the city is financially, legally, and 
successfully able.“ Who is to determine 
those questions? I say to you that the time 
has arrived, and the time is now, when the 
people of Chicago shall again decide whether 
or not the city is qualiſſed. according to those 
three adroit adverbs. 

“The Mueller law disposes effectually of 
the question of legality and the financial 
question as well, the Muelier certificates sup- 
plying the latter so-called ‘deficiency.’ As 
to the third. I maintain if the people can suc- 
cessfully maintain other departments of 
public works they also can maintain a car 
line—and with as much and more success.“ 

James Hamilton Lewis supplied the lighter 

portion of the entertainment, alternating be- 
tween the serious and the humorous. He de- 
clared that John M. Harlan is “ fifty years 
behind the times when he says the people 
should have municipal ownership when 
they’re ready for it.’”’ 
In support of this declaration he referred 
to the fact that in 1854 the city took over the 
waterworks system, giving bonds for pay- 
ment. He ended amid applause with the slo- 
gan: “Chicago for Chicago, not for New 
York.” 

Capt. Anson, William B. Moak, John Pow- 
ers, and John F. Waters also gave short 
speeches. Ald. Ryan presided. Mayor Crol- 
ius of Joliet occupied a seat on the platform. 


Can Hasten Condemnation Suit. 

Judge Murray F. Tuley has written a letter 
to Dr. Chartes J. Whalen, in which he says 
that if the city law department should use 
due diligence in pressing condemnation suits 
against the street car companies for the ac- 
quirement of their properties judgment could 
be obtained inside of four months and 4 de- 
cision from the Supreme court in three 
months afterwards. He also said he consid- 
ered it extremely doubtful whether the com- 
panies could get a condemnation suit before 
the United States courts. 7 


BIG COMMITTEE BEGINS WORK. 


Over Two-Thirds of the 525 Dunne 
Aids -Present—Speakers Claim 
to See Victory. 


The democratic campaign committee had 
its first meeting last evening. Of the 525 
members over two-thirds were present, the 
large room at the party headquarters in 
Washington street being crowded. It wasan 
enthusiastic meeting also, and all the speak- 
ers claimed to see victory ahead. 

Judge Dunne had the most to say, and re- 
ceived the greatest applause. 

“I was confident before this campaign 
opened,” said he, “that if the democratic 
party adopted a platform which pledged’ it 
to municipal ownership it would win this 
election, no matter who was the candidate. 

A soon as I read the republican plat- 
form I became certain this would be the re- 
sult. The cause of immediate municipal own- 
ership is right, and it must win.

Unite in Signing a Statement That 
There Is No Evidence of Poison or 
Intentional Wrengdoing. 

HONOLULU, March 15.—Dr. David Starr 
Jordan, president of Stanford university, 
and Timothy J. Hopkins, in a signed state- 
ment published today, after they had sailed 
for San Francisco. with the body of Mrs. 
Jane Stanford, gave the reasons for their 
belief that her death was not due to strych- 
nine nor to intentional wrongdoing 
on the part of any one. The statement says: 

We find in the statements of those who 
were with Mrs. Stanford in her last moments 
no evidence that any of the characteristic 
of strychnine poisoning were pres- 
en 

We think that death was due to a com- 
circumstances. 
Among these we may note, in connection 
with -her advanced age, the unaccustomed 
exertion, the surfeit of unsuitable food, and 
the unusual ex e during the picnic to 
which she went on the day of her death. 


Aggravated by Drugs. 

“The conditions were aggravated by the 
presence of strychnine and other drugs in 
the medicinal capsule and possibly also by 
the presence of the small amount of strych- 
nine contained in the dose of bicarbonate of 


soda. 

The occurrence of this strychnine in the 
bicarbonate of soda has not yet been ex- 
plained. The fact that it was not in excess 
of usual medicinal proportions suggests that 
its presence was due either to the error of a 


‘pharmacist or else that the combination was 


prepared for tonic purposes. 

„ We must recognize that the preliminary 
hypothesis of accidental poisoning seemed 
a natural one under the extraordinary cir- 
cumstances. We regard it, however, as 
being without foundation and wholly incom- 
patible with the evidence in our possession.” 


Still Insist on Mystery. 

The local authorities do not, however, dis- 
miss the mystery surrounding the death of 
Mrs. Stanford. That there is a mystery yet 
to be revealed, they insist. In proof they 
point to the following circumstance: 

Judge Smith received from Dr. Jordan a 
message to be sent by cable to Mountford 


8. Wilson at San Francisco immediately 


after the sailing of the Alameda to the effect 
that Miss Berner took the same dose of the 
bicarbonate of soda administered to Mrs. 
Stanford, and also one of the cascara cap- 
sules at the same time that Mrs. Stanford 
did, without any signs of distress. 

Just before the sailing of the Alameda, how- 
ever, Judge Smith received by lephone 
from Dr. Jordan, at the wharf, a message 
instructing him to withdraw the dispatch 
from the cable office, or, Lit had béen sent, to 
contradict it. 

The San Francisco detectives are of the 
opinion that the verdict of the coroner’s jury 
to tie effect that Mrs. Stanford died by 
strychnine poisoning was justified by the 
evidence presented. - 

Local Authorities Not Satisfied. 

High Sheriff Henry, on the other hand, 
aceuses the San Francisco detectives of an 
intention to discredit the work of his depart- 
ment. He says he supposes they will en- 
deavor to make it appear that Mrs. Stanford 
died from natural causes. 

The evidence up to date, it is pointed out, 
indicates ‘that Mrs. Stanford took one- 
seventh of a grain of stryehnine, this quanti- 
ty being combined in the cascara capsule 
and the bicarbonate of soda, that both the 
capsule and the soda would be required to 

fatal.result, and that both would be 
fatal only to a person of Mrs. Stanford's age 


Body on Way to San Franeisco. 
The funeral of Mrs. Stanford was held to- 


day at the Congregational Central Union 
church of Honolulu. It was attended by Dr. 
David Starr Jordan, Timothy J. Hopkins, 


Gov. Carter, Judge Dole, C. M. Cooke, prest- 


dent of the Bank of Hawaii, and many other 
prominent citizens. 

The services were conducted by the Rev. 
Mr. Kincald and the ‘Episcopal burial service 
was read by Bishop Restarick.

ly to Mrs. Stanford, were present at 
the funeral, each in deep mourning. Miss 
Berner especially displayed intense grief.

“They have altered the entire modus 
vivendi of marriage until it has become with 
them an entirely sexless partnership, a mon- 
ument to the triumph of mind over matter. 
Children to them mean a heavy handicap in 
the pursuit of higher intellectual things. 
They might consider begetting them if it 
could be accomplished in the same manner 
as some species of plants which perpetuate 
themselves spontaneously, but since no such 
method as yet has been discovered they 
prefer to remain childless, 

Another class of women, that which be- 
longs to the extremely fashionable set, shirk 
the duties of motherhood because of neces- 
sity they would interfere with their social 
engagements. . 

Superior mentality on the part of some 
women has, no doubt, created the conviction 
in them that bearing children ie something | 
purely animal, something unworthy, the 
operation lowering them to the level of do- 
mestic animals. Some of them have con- 
ceived their mission in life to be higher, 


Problem of Life Difficult. 


Others, However, suffer childlessness as 
a penalty. The problem of life, especially in 
large cities, has become so difficult of solu- 
tion that often two, finding difficulty in 
clothing and feeding themselves, deliberately 
refuse to submit a third to the hardships 
they suffer. Children are expensive things 
to them, a luxury which they cannot afford. 

„Late marriages also are responsible for 
the great proportion of childless marriages. 
The young man of today realizes that eco- 
nomic conditions are such that what his 
father could afford to do at 21 he can only 
venture to do at 31.

Working on Wrong Principle. 

Mr. Frost endeavored to explain that the 
city is working om the wrong principle at 
present in attempting to make permanent 
improvements with money which should be 
used for the maintenance and conduct of in- 
stitutions and that with the increased bond- 
ing power euch as would be granted it would 
be possible to distribute the cost of improve 
ments over various years, when they would 
be in use, and thus reduce the drain on money 
meeded for current expenses.

PASTOR GUILTY OF ASSAULT.. 


J. F. Cordova, Convicted on Wife’s Tes- 
timony, Faces Two Years’ Sen- 
tence in Prison. 


New Brunswick, N. J., March 15.—J. F. 
Cordova, the former pastor of a Methodist 
church in South River, and who yesterday 
was convicted of abandoning his wife and 


children, today was found guilty of assault 


and battery upon his wife. 

Mrs. Cordova testified against her hus- 
band today, declaring that in April last they 
got into a quarrel over a letter which he 
had received from Julia Bowne, with whom 
he twice eloped, and that Cordova bombard- 
ed her with a drinking glass, cake pan, and 
earthenware dish, but that his aim was so 
bad that only the cake pan struck her. 

Cordova said there had not been a month 
in thirteen years in which he and his wife 


had not quarreled, that on the day when he 
threw the kitchen utensils at her she had 


aggravated him by calling Miss Bowne a 
bad name. 

Under the two convictions Cordova may 
be sentenced to two years in prison. Miss 
Bowne, who has been held in jail as a wit- 
ness and who has refused to accept bail, 
will be allowed to go to the home of her 


father. 


TO STOP ADVERTISING ON FLAG. 


Indianapolis Grand Jury Will Begin En- 
forcement of Law for First Time 
in State’s History. 


Indianapolis. Ind.. March 15.—({Special.}— 
For the first time in the history of the state 
the law against the use of the national flag 
to advertise one’s business is to be enforced. 

The grand jury has begun an investigation, 
and letter heads, envelopes, book covers, and 
other things made in the design and colors of 
the flag have been examined, and with them 
the names of twenty-five business men and 
firms were submitted as violators of the 
statute. 

The legislature of 1903 adopted the flag as a 
state emblem in order to prevent such dese- 
cration, and heavy penalties are fixed for 
the violation.

under the so-called “award” of July 14, 
1004. There is a great deal of resentment 


in the senate that the state department in 
the first place should have assumed to nego- 
tiate a protocol which of course wag a treaty 
providing for a court of arbitration to de- 
termine the mode of payment of a claim 
which was suspicious on es face and then 
under the award of that court to take pos- 
session of the custom houses of a foreign 
country. 

The whole transaction has been open to 
oriticism from the outset. The senators did 
not question the good faith of the state de- 
partment, but most of them, including Jead- 
ing republicans, believe that if the protocol 
of 1904, under which the award was made, 
had been submitted to the senate, as it should 
have been submitted, it would have been 
beaten by a more than majority vote. 

While it is true that if the senate had been 
able to act in the first place it never would 
have agreed to the seizure of the Dominican 
custom houses to provide for the payment 
of a private claim, there is a disposition now 
to permit the administration to continue to 
act under this secret protocol of a year ago 
and the award which followed it. 


Stand by Secret Protocol. 

To attempt to abandon the proceeding at 
this stage certainly would be misconstrued, 
not only in Santo Domingo but in other bank- 
rupt Spanish-American republics, and most 
notably in Venezuela; It is admitted even 
by many of the democrats that, although 
the United States has put its foot into a 
steel trap, it will have to grin and bear it for 
a while. An illegal protocol was negotiated 
and a court of arbitration sat in good faith, 
and made an award, which now has been ex- 
ecuted partially by the United States. Most 
of the older senators without regard to party 
believe the state department will have to 
continue to execute this award, at least for 
the present, because the minute it drops 
its control of the custom houses of Santo 
Domingo there will be chaos in the republic, 
and neither the legitimate or illegitimate 
creditors would be benefited by the trans- 
action, 

Many senators are quite willing the United 
States should continue to administer the cus- 
tom houses it now holds and should even 
extend its sphere of influence, because this 
at least will keep out Europeans and will 
prevent the arrival at Santo Domingo of 
English, German, and Italian warships. The 
United States has the right of possession, 
legal or illegal, and while it may be aceused 
of being a dog in the manger it at least will 
be in the manger, and while i. stays there no 
other animal will find it profitable to linger 
in the vicinity. 


No Commission to Be Sent. 


This condition of affairs, with the United 
States continuing to administer the various 
custom houses in the interest of an Amer- 
ican claimant, is believed to be the best pos- 
sible thing to secure law and order in Santo 
Domingo for the time being at least, and the 
senate has agreed to the postponement of the 
whole question with the distinct understand- 
ing that the administration is to continue as 
it began and will make no new agreements 
with President Morales and will keep off the 
European: creditors, a part of whom, how- 
ever, participate in one way or another in 
the payments to the Santo Domingo Im- 
provement company. 

There is no disposition in the senaté to 
appoint a commission to go to Santo Do- 
mingo. It is felt that the question is not one 
in which local conditions in a bankrupt re- 
public particularly are involved, Everything 
the state department has done has been with 
the consent and at the suggestion of the de 
defacto government of Santo Domingo. The 
United States has no authority to send a 
commission there, because, although our 
financial agent controls the custom houses, 
we have nothing whatever to do with the 
government as yet, and would have no au- 
thority to compel the production of persons 
or papers, and might by the mere sending of 
a senatorial commission commit this govern- 
ment to the very intervention in Santo Do- 
mingo which the senate strenuously is seek- 
ing to avoid, 


HAY PLANS A TRIP ABROAD. 


Secretary of State Will Take a Long 
Cruise for the Benefit of His 
Health. 


Washington, D. C., March 15.—[Special.}— 
The report that Secretary Hay contemplated 
a trip abroad was confirmed today. He will 
leave Washington in the near future for a 
long sea cruise, beginning on the New Eng- 
land coast and probably being extended to 
Europe. 

It is said authoritatively that Mr. Hay’s 
trip has no significance whatever, and that 
it is for his health alone. He has been suffer- 
ing considerably recently, all winter, in 
fact, with bronchial trouble and for the last 
three days has not been at the state depart- 
ment. He was able, however, to go to the 
White house this afternoon to see the presi- 
dent. When asked if it was his intention 
to visit European capitals in connection with 
international affairs Mr. Hay declared that it 
was not. Mr. Hay probably will be absent 
from Washington while the. president is on 
his western trip. 

Mr. Adee, second assistant secretary of 
state, will be in charge of the state depart- 
ment until the return of Assistant Secretary 
Loomis, who left last Sunday for a three 
weeks’ trip in the west.

OPIUM PLACED IN CIGAR 
PROBABLE CAUSE OF DEATH. 


Inquest Held in Case of W. B. Goodspeed, 
Who Succumbed Under Mysterious 
Circumstances at Flint, Mich. 


Flint, Mich., March 15.—[Special.]—De- 


velopments tonight in the mystery surround 


ing the sudden death of William 8. Good- 
speed, the 19 year old employé of the Flint 
wagon works, who died in this city last 
Monday night, point to murder.

CARNEGIE FOR RAILWAY PLAN. 


Boosts ° Intercontinental Project as 
Against Big Program of 
Naval Increase. 


Washington. D. C., March 15.—At a dinner 
given tonight by ex-Senator Henry G. Davis 
in honor of the members of the Pan-Ameri- 
can railway committee a letter from Andrew 
Carnegie, who is a member of the commit- 
tee, was read, which expressed his unflag- 
ging interest in the project of an interconti- 
nental railway. Mr. Carnegie, in his letter, 
put the railway program against the big 
navy. He said: 

I beg to assure you of my unflagging in- 
teresti{n binding us all together by bands of 
steel as brothers. Against the big navy pro- 
gram let us put the Pan-American railway, 
which would cost less money in the next 
twenty years than the temporary navy 
would cost. All navies are temporary and 
cost enormous sums for maintenance. Our 
weapon of defense at least would be self- 
supporting and soon become remunerative. 

“If the United States gave the $100,000,000 
toward the railway now spent yearly on the 
navy. conditioned upon thé South American 
republics pledging their credit for an equal 
sum, we should do more to eliminate the 
element of danger, which at best is small, 
than we shall with all the warships we can 

uild.” 

192 Davis spoke of the rich possibilities 
of the southern republics and of the political 
and commercial importance of the project.

THE SUPREME COURT DISTRICTS, 
There is a bill before the legislature to 
reapportion the Supreme court districts. 
Two years ago some democratic counties 
were taken out of the fourth district and 
some republican counties added to it in the 
mistaken hope that Judge Carter might 
thereby secure a rebleetion. This is the only 
change which has been made in the districts 
since 1874, and they have become unequal! 
in population, but that unequality so far as 
is known has not contributed to the election 
of inferior judges. 
A reapportionment may be desirable, but 
if made it should be free from the taint of 
the gerrymander. There should be no at- 
tempt to carve out republican districts, or 
to arrange counties so as to throw into the 
same district democratic judges now on the 
bench in order that one of them at least may 
not be a candidate next year, when six 

outgof the seven judges are to he elected. 
The democratic critics of the reapportion- 
ment bill say that it is a gerrymander whose 


object is to make impossible the election of | 


more than one democratic judge. If that be 
so, the measure should get no votes from 


mandering which is so offensive and also 
politically unprofitable as one affecting the 
judiciary. The people are quick to resent it, 
as the voters of the fourth district did two 
years ago. It is an easy matter to plan a 
district for the election of a candidate of a 
‘particular school of politics, but the plan 
cannot be carried out without the assent of 
the voters.

when national or state officers are, and that

When King Edward made his memorable 
visit to India as heir apparent just thirty 
years ago the Indian princes vied with one 
another in the magnificence of their offer- 
ings to their future king. It was not con- 
sidered prudent at the time to disco 
them, as it was believed that they would 
misunderstand any attempt to interfere with 
their long established customs, Indeed. 
parliament went so far as to vote a sum of 
$700,000 to be devoted exclusively to the 
purchase of presents to be given by the then 
prince of Wales in return for those which he 
received. Large as was the amount, it 
proved ridiculously inadequate, since some 
of the Indian rulers individually spent four 
and five times that amount in entertaining 
their future emperor, and several times that 
sum in mere gifts. Indeed, the prince of 
Wales returned to England literally laden 
with treasures, and those who visited the 
Paris world’s fair of 1878 may recall the ori- 
ental looking pavilion, designed by Sir Casper 
Purdon Clarke, the new director of the Met- 
ropolitan Art museum in New York, and in 
which all these gifts received by the prince 
were displayed. Consisting of swords, 
shields, helmets, all of them studded with 
immense diamonds, rubies, sapphires, and 
other kinds of precious stones, jeweled and 
ivory furniture, golden and jeweled thrones, 
saddles, bridles, and elephant howdahs, they 
constituted one of the features of the great 
exposition, and after being exhibited for 
several years in the South Kensington mu- 
seum and other national institutions of the 
same order for the inspection of the public 
they have at length found a resting place at 
Sandringham, where they adorn the walls of 
the king’s Indian ballroom, parliament hav- 
ing turned a deaf ear to the pretensions of 
those who claimed that the presents in ques- 
tion belonged to the nation and to the people, 
and decreed that they should remain in the 
possession of the prince, as well earned by 
the success with which he had contrived 
during his visit to India to promote native 
| Joyaity to the British crown. 

— 


Since then, however, the situation has 
changed. Most of the vassal rulers of India 
have visited England, and been entertained 
by their suzerain there, notably in connec- 
tion with Queen Victoria's two jubilees and 
the coronation of the king, and on these 
occasions there has been no such ceremonia! 
exchange of gifts. Some of the princes, in- 
deed, have been educated in England, have 
visited English universities, and are men of 
the world, in the western sense of the word. 
They understand, therefore, that these cere- 
monial exchanges of gifts are not customary 
among civilized people, and savor of old 
fashioned, oriental barbarism. 

Moreover, there is the question of expense. 
All these rulers derive their revenues from 
taxing their subjects, and the spending of 
colossal sums of money on presents to royal 
visitors from England means merely an in- 
crease of those exactions from their subjects, 
which the English government is always 
endeavoring to diminish without undue in- 
terference in the internal administration of 
the native semi-independent states. So, bear- 
ing in mind that under any circumstances 
the vassal rulers will devote large amounts to 
the mere entertainment of the prince and 
princess of Wales when they go to India in 
November, it has been decided to inform the 
oriental potentates that the prince will 
nefther consent to receive nor will he give 
any of the official ceremonial gifts. 


Sir William Lawrence, by the bye, has 
been selected by the king to act as the chief 
of staff of the prince of Wales, as his adviser 
and mentor, throughout the tour, subject, of 
course, to Lord Curzon, and if I mention his 
name it is because he has many American 
friends,, having served Lord Curzon until 
last year as his principal private secretary 
at Calcutta and at Simla. The position of 
private secretary to a viceroy of India is an 
important one and highly paid, for he is 
virtually the principal lieutenant and alter 
ego of the governor general. Lord Cromer, 
it may be remembered, was private secretary 
to thie late Lord Northbrook when viceroy, 
„ China Gordon, who perished at Kar- 
tum, was private secretary to Lord Ripon, 
and Lord Curzon’s new private secretary ts 
a Jewish civil servant of much distinction, 
of the name of Nathan, brother of Sir Mat- 
thew Nathan, the $40,000 a year governor. of 
the important English colony of Hongkong. 
Me is the first professing Jew, I may add, to 
hold a position of this kind under the British

NE of the most gigantic enterprises 

carried through by a publishing house 


since the last edition of the Encyclo- | 


pédia Britannica has just reached 
completion in the delivery to the 
public of THE HISTORIANS’ HISTORY 
OF THE WORLD (The Outlook company). 
From the earliest human record to the elec- 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt as president is 
the period covered, and every nation finds 
its place. 
Henry Smith Williams, LL. D., is the re- 
sponsible editor of the work. The names of 


the authors of the separate national histories 


are not given, but so far as it has been possi- 
ble to check the work embodied in these 
twenty-four large volumes it seems accurate- 
ly done. The plan adopted is suggested by 
the title. The compiler of the history of a 
single country has made no effort to go to 
original documents for hitherto undiseov- 
ered fasts, but has dGligently searched 
through the standard histories of that coun- 
try and has woven together the more strik- 
ing passages from them. These quotations 
in many cases are so long and so numerous 
as to include nearly everything of valuein the 
particular author quoted. Thus the vol- 
umes treating of the Roman empire contain 
over 300 pages from Gibbon, twenty-six 
pages from Suetonius, and twenty to forty 
pages from different German authorities. 
This is the first work of this composite char- 
acter to include long consecutive passages 
from foreign historians translated into Eng- 
lish. Tue species is not unknown, but earlier 
editors have confined themselves wholly 
or mainly to what is accessible in English. 
In this history there are no less than 1,500 
distinct tranelations from the leading liter- 
ary languages by sixty or more different 
hands. This part of the work has been well 
controlled and the translations are not only 
close to the original but in clear, excellent 


English. 


The work of joining the chosen passages 
has afforded an opportunity for the exercise 
of skill and taste. It is a pity that the names 
ef the scholars who performed this work 
are not stated. Their publication would have 
given the reader greater confidence if they 
are well known names, and would have 
pointed most of them out for favorable men- 
tion if they are names unfamiliar to the 
public. 

In addition to these extracts from standard 
historians, eminent living scholars have con- 
tributed special detached essays on topics of 
interest. Thus, Prof. Erman of Berlin writes 
on Egypt as a World Influence,’ Dr. Stade 
on “Israel as a World Influence,“ and so 
on. It is no disparagement to the work as 
a whole to say that these essays are more 
strictly up to date than the historical ex- 
tracts are. The plan of the work has not 
been formed with a view to giving the fina] 
word on a theme, but with the intention of 
giving the most famous or most eloquent ac- 
counts, even if later scholarship assails cer- 
tain details. 

The bibliographical notes will help those to 
whom large lfbraries are accessible, while 
the index, filling the twenty-fifth volume, 
will enable this work itself to be used as a 
work of reference as well as for continuous 
reading. The index contains over 250,000 


entries. 


Whatever shortcomings Mr. Albert Bige- 
low Paines ‘THOMAS NAST: HIS PR. 
HIOD AND PICTURES may have, it must 
be c that it is a work lovingly per- 
formed. In consecutive order the various 
stages of the cartoonist’s career are taken 
up and described, and the development of 
his work is brought out in connection with 
the politics of the day which gave it life. 

Mr. Paine errs in devoting too much space 
to political history which only remotely af- 
fected Mr. Nast’s work. The bock might 
easily be reduced, so far as the writing goes, 
to two-thirds of its present length. Nast’s 
life was one long struggle from the time 
Frank Leslie hired him at $4 a week till he 
perished in far off Ecuador in a consul’s 
office.

 TURFMAN REGAINS CONTROL OF 
LATONIA RACETRACK. 


Case Which Has Caused Fight for More 
than a Year Is Tried at Frankfort 


r Results in Judgment Against G. 
G. Péerkins—Stock Which Was Sold 


Tart Association. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 15.—[Special.J—At 
today’s session of the Court of Appeals the 
judgment of the Kenton Circuit court in the 
case of George G. Perkins against W. E. 
Applegate and others—the Latonia race track 
case—was affirmed on the original appeal 
and reversed on the cross appeal, giving Ap- 
plegate possession of the track. The whole 
court considered the case. 

The appellee, Perkins, acting for himself 
and as trustee for several associates, on 
March 1. 1895, purchased from appellant 825 
shares of stock, or a controlling interest, in 
the Latonia race track, at the price of $200,- 
000. Ot this sum $50,000 was paid in cash and 
the residue in deferred payments, for which 
notes were executed to Perkins, secured by 
pledge of the stock, giving Perkins the right 
to sell the stock for non-performance of the 


agreement. 
Track Is Sold. 


After Applegate had paid $85,000 in addi- 
tion to the $50,000 cash payments he failed 
to pay the remaining $65,000 when due. The 
appellant accordingly, on Nov. 2, 189%, not- 
fied Applegate of his intention to sell, Per- 
kins being at the time in New York and Ap- 
plegate in San Francisco. On Dec. 11 follow- 
ing, Irwin, Ballman & Co. of Cincinnati, sold 
the stack for $25,000. Some time prior to 
Nov. 12, 1902, Applegate tendered to Perkins 
$86,000 in cash, the balance due, with inter- 
est. He refused to accept, claiming to be 
the owner of the stock by reason of his pur- 
chase-on the stock exchange. Applegate 
then instituted this action, alleging that the 
sale by Irwin, Ballman & Co. was void; that, 
in fact, there had been no sale of the stock 


at that or any time. 


Special Judge Julian of this city heard the 
case and adjudged the 800 shares of stock 
to be the property of Applegate and his asso- 
ciliates, and directed them to within sixty 
days pay the master commissioner of the 
court the balance due Perkins, and directed 
the latter to within ten days thereafter de- 
liver to the commissioner the.

With that array of thirteen tracks the 
American association apparently holds the 
whip hand, as the Western Jockey club at 
present controls only Harlem, the old New 
Orleans, Oaklawn, Memphis, and Little 
Rock tracks. The last named track, how- 
ever, should not count, as its meeting will 
undoubtedly be transferred to Oaklawn and 
the probabilities are that it will be wiped off 
the racing map.

QUICK SHIFTS IN WHEAT 


MARKET ERRATIC FOR JULY UN- 
CONFLICTING ADVICES. 


Southwestern Cash and Crops News 


of Large Sales of Flour and 
Cash Wheat, the Feeling Here Weak 
and Strong by Turns, but Closing 
Weak-—-May Corn Touches Fifty 
Cents, but Does Net Hold. 


Wheat traders had a hard time deciding 
what to do between the conflicting influences 
of favorable weather, bearish crop reports, 
and weak cash markets in the southwest on 
the one hand and strong cash and speculative 
markets in the northwest, with reports of 
large sales of flour and of cash wheat. 

Local sentiment being bearish, it seemed 
the proper thing to follow the bearish tips 
from the southwest and the market sold off 
1%, quickly from 98% to 92%c. But St. 
Louis, while sending bear talk on the grow- 
ing crop, sent buying orders on the break 
to take profits on short wheat, steadying the 
market, some local traders bought for a 
rally and strength in May, a recovery in corn 
and the northwestern news finally started 
shorts covering and there was a reaction to 
93c for July. 

Here the potency of the northwestern bul) 
news gave out. It could get the price up. but 
could not hold tt. With pit shorts covered 
the demand for July seemed to fade away. 
A little reaction in Minneapolis started com- 
mission selling here and shorts who had 
covered on the bulge were unable to get 
their sales out again fast enough to suit 
them, the market breaking sharply to 91%e, 
a new low point for the recent long decline, 
and closed at that price bid, a net loss of 1 
for the day. 

Armour a Buyer of May.. 

Trade in May was extremely light, but 
there appeared to be supporting orders under 
‘$1.13, as there had been for several days, 
and some buying for Armour account. The 
market at one time showed a gain of %c to 
$1.18% and closed at $1.18 bid, %c above the 
low point of the session and a net loss of 0 
for the day. September lost %c to 88e bid. 

The chief bull incentives were reports from 
Minneapolis of large cash sales within the 
last previous two days, 100,000 bris by one 
house and 257.000 bris all told, according to 
one report, a decrease of 400,000 bu in wheat 
stocks there for four days, another advance 
of %c In premiums of No. 1 northern and re- 
ports of a strong cash demand, purchases in- 
cluding one lot of 500,000 bu No. 1 northern 
to be delivered out of store at once. The 
leading speculative interests in Minneapolis 
were all reported large buyers of futures 
there, this buying and the bullish messages 
referred to being natural accompaniments. 
May wheat at one time gained %c there, but 
closed barely steady. 


Southwest Is Weak. 


The southwestern markets were weak, 
Kansas City off 1 and St. Louis 1%c for 
May, July in each market losing 1e. Kan- 
sas City messages reported large receipts, 
No. 2 hard winter 2c lower and no cash de- 
mand except by Chicago houses, with the 
presumed object of making contract wheat 
for delivery wheat here. Northwestern re- 
celpts were 172 cars, compared with 325 a 
year ago, and primary receipts 314,000 bu, 
compared with 490,000 bu. The prediction of 

a falling ‘off in northwestern receipts was 
* a Local cash market more active, 
sales 25,000 bu. Clearances were 40,000 bu 
wheat and flour. Liverpool prices were un- 
changed to Kd higher on reports of further 
unfavorable weather in India. Paris gained 
le to 1%c. 

There was general], local, and commission 
selling of July early, in which Ware-Leland, 
Mitchell, Pringle - Fitch - Rankin, Press, 
Champlin, and Cudahy brokers were active. 
On the break there was buying for St. Louis 
account through Milmine-Bodman, Bennett, 
Chandler, and others, and buying also by 
Lake and Pringle, followed by general cov- 
ering by local shorts. On the bulge Lake 
and McReynolds started selling and short 
lines were put out again by the local trade. 
Bartlett-Frazier and Love were buyers of 
May and Bliss bought a line for Armour, 
Ware-Leland were the best sellers. 


Late Dip in Corn. 


May corn sold at 300, the result mainly of 
open bull effort by Patten, who bid the mar- 
ket up after it had broken ½e to he on 
profit taking by Cudahy and other local 
holders and reacted tv 40% on buying main- 
ly by pit traders and by provision interests. 
There were no stop loss buying orders un- 
covered at the even figure and the market 
yielded quickly under an effort to take profits 
on long corn and the selling of a considera- 
ble Une by a cash house which might have 
been of the same character. There was a 
reaction to 49%c, with the close at that price 
bid, a net loss of %c, the May going to a 
slight premium over July and September. 

The early rush to take profits was in 
spite of a variety of weather, which was 
considered bullish on corn as likely to cause 
a breaking up of country roads, rain and 
snow over the west and more predicted. 
Country acceptances from Nebraska, how- 
ever, were liberal where bids were sent out 
in proportion to the advance in futures the 
day before. Receipts were moderate, 217 
cars in and 304 estimated. Primary receipts 
were double last year’s figure, 623,000 bu, 
compared with 282,000 bu. The cash market 
was steady to e higher, the shipping de- 
mand dull, sales 85,000 bu. The seaboard re- 
ported export sales of 48,000 bu. Clearances 
were-609,000 bu. Liverpool futures were d 
to ud higher. 

The early selling was led by Parker, Wood- 
bury, McReynolds, Trego, and other brokers 
supposed to be acting for Cudahy and Kim- 
ball, and by Knight-Donnelley. Ware-Le- 
land sold a big line of May and July. A. J. 
White, Sterling, and other provision houses 
and pit traders bought on the dip, while 
Patten and Pringle bid the May up to 50c. 
On this bulge there was selling by Congdon, 
which the crowd thought might be for Bart- 
lett, and a line of 600,000 bu or more sold 
by Nye-Jenks, under which the price broke 
quickly. 

Buy Oats on the Price. 

Oats showed more firmness than corn 
under scattered buying based on the theory 
that they are too cheap relatively, much 
of the buying done by brokers from the. 
corn pit. May sold off to 31½e early, but 
rallied to 82\%c and closed at 32\%c, only 1-16c 
lower for the day. Cash prices were steady 
to e higher and there were shipping sales 
of 175,000 bu. Receipts were 142 cars, the 
estimate 190. Clearances were3,000 bu. The 
buying was led by Bartlett-Frazier and Pope- 
Eckhart, the selling by Ware-Leland, Requa, 
— Rardon. Patten helped bid the mar- 

et up. 


Provision Advance Not Held. 


Provision trade broadened out materially 
and higher prices prevailed throughout the 
session, although the close was at about bot- 
tom prices on heavy realizing sales. Higher 
hogs and buying by commission houses gen- 
erally thought to be acting for Armour 
brought about the advance, and heavy sell- 
ing by Gregson caused the relapse. At the 
end pork was 2½ higher, lard steady to 2%c 
higher, and ribs 2%c higher. Buying was 
mainly of lard and ribs, and Hately, Jack- 
son, Wood, Tietjens, and Logan-Bryan were 
the leaders. The last two took about 5,000 
tes of lard each. The Gregson selling was 
placed at about 2.000 000 Ibs ribs and 5,000 tes 
lard. Bailey bought pork and Ware-Leland 
sold it. There were hints of improvement 
in the cash demand, and hog receipts were 
moderate at 23,000 head, with the same num- 
ber estimated for today. At the yards prices 
were 5c higher. Western markets received

GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE 


Broomhall, who has commented briefly on 
damage to wheat in India from time to time, 
has the following to say of the situation in 
the last issue of the Corn Trade News re- 
ceived here: The question of Indian crop 
damage is attracting more and more atten- 
tion, as ft is now generally admitted that the 
injury from frost, rust, or torrential rains in 

ral districts is serious. At first there 
was a strong disposition to make light of the 
reported damage, as the crop had already 
successfully passed the several crises of its 


* as usually understood. For the fu- 
re we shall have to include frost in the 
category of India’s wheat crop enemies. 
The seeding season was by no means as fa- 
vorable as could be desired, and crop reports 
have gone steadily from bad to worse. Today 
it would seem as if the obtainment of wheat 
from India next season would almost 
wholly depend upon the maintenance of a 
relatively high level of prices, so high as to 
choke off the native demand. In past years 
the volume of India’s exports has been deter- 
mined. quite as much by the price ruling in 
Europe as by the size of the crop. From the 
big crops of 1893, 1894, and 1895 only trifling 
quantities were exported, whereas from the 
small crop of 1892 shipments were twice as 
large. That this should be so is not a matter 
for much surprise, as the wage of many In- 
dian consumers is less than 2s per week. 
A shilling a hundredweight consequently 
stands for far more in India than in this 
country, and some good authorities believe 
India will ship freely, however small her crop 
may be, at a price level represented by 80s 
per quarter, and small, however large her 
crop, when prices fall below 25s per quarter. 
The point is worth bearing in mind, for there 
is no doubt that India has largely dictated 
the price of wheat to Europe during the last 
twelve months.” 

There was a rush of bull news from Min- 
neapolis at the same time with a rush of 
buying in that market by Watson, Wood- 
worth, Lewis, and other heading traders. 
Sales of 257,000 bris flour, sales of 500,000 bu 
wheat, purchases of all the No. 1 northern 
on the tables by Pillsbury at 2@2%c over 
May, and predictions of much lighter coun- 
try receipts, and of a squeeze in May wheat 
there regardless of whatever may happen 
in this market, with a decrease of 400,000 bu 
in stocks for four days, were a few of the 
bull items.
